Schmidt refused to accept the sacrament 
and asked not to be blindfolded. He met 
nit death with head up and eyes open. The 
firing party was stationed at a distance of 
fifty paces. Two of the sailors were killed 
at the first volley and one at the third. 
Schmidt did not fall until the fourth volley.

No confirmation of the reported intention 
of count de Witte to retire immediately from 
office is obtainable at the premier’s chan- 
eellery, but on the contrary the poseibility 
of his relinquishing his task pending the 
meeting of the national assembly is not 
admitted.

It will be several days before the officials 
of the Northwestern Elevated and the Mul- 
waukee and St. Paul feilroads will know 
whether they will proceed with the troliey- 
izing of the tracks of the latter between Wil- 


Son- avenue and Evanston. 


E. C. Noe, general superintendent ot the 
Northwestern Elevated, declared yesterday 
that the lawyers and other officials wo 
have to go over the ordinance carefully to 
see what amendments were made toit by the 
council before they could determine whether 
they would carry out their plans. He also 
intimated. that it would be unwise to say 
anything about the ordinance until Mayor 
Dunne has had his chance at it. 

There was an informal meeting of the law- 
yers of the two companies in the morning 
to consider what should be done, at which it 
was strongly intimated that the routing 
clause was not to their liking. But it-eeems 
more than probable that the ordinance will 
be accepted by the companies, if .. is not 
vetoed by the mayor. 


Plans of the Northwestern. 

The Northwestern elevated long has had 
plans prepared for the operation of the ex- 
tension as soon as the right was secured. 
Supt. Noe gave an outline of these plans * 
terday as. follows: 

It win be about the rst of Augie before 
we are able to operate our trains over the 
St. Paul tracks. It will take four months to 
bulld the incline at Wilson avenue. The St. 
Faul tracks are in good condition, and I do 
not think it will take long to string a trolley 
wire over them, but we will have to get con- 
siderable new: equipment, and that will take 
some time. 

“I have figured. out the schedule from 
Davis street, Evanston, to State and Lake 
street, and we will be able to make it in 
44 minutes. The time from' Davis street to 
Wiigon avenue will be 15 minutes, and from 
Wilson avenue to State and Lake is 18 
minutes. Then we have to allow for a short 
delay at Wilson avenue. I don't know just 
how many trains the traffic will stand up 
there, but I always go on the theory that 
short trains and frequent service are better 
for the — than long traing run infre- 
quently. 

Details of Train Service. 


“I should think that during the day we 
could run on an eight or ten minute sched- 
ule, that is, the trairie would be that far apart, 
and during the rush hours the traine will 
he only four minutes apart. Of course’ all 
trains from Evanston will be run as express 
trains from Wilson avenue to Chicago ave- 
nue, and north of Wilson avenue will stop 
at stations only. 

Our plane all are subject to revision, but | 
my scheme now is to run a two or three 
car train from Davis street to Wilson avenue, 


and there attach one or two cars more as it | 


becomes necessary, ahd on the way back 
these extra cart will be dropped at Wilson 
avenue. I am starting out on the broad 
principle that we shall have to give the best 
sort of service in order to get the patrons 
for our line, and that Is the thing we shall 
keep in view od the time.’

House Fifteen Minates After Join- 
img the Ferce, Says “Never Take 
Anything for Granted, Be Alert and 
Watchfal, and Keep Faithfally on 
Your Rounds”—Commended by the 
Mayor, Chief, and Others.

„Never take anything for granted when 
you have an opportunity to investigate it; be 
alert and watchful and keep faithfully on 
your rounds.” 

This is the success formula prescribed yes- 
terday by Policeman H. J. Jordan of the 
Desplaines street station, a mew recruit, who 
found a gambling resort and arrested the 
inmates fifteen minutes after going on duty 
Monday night. Jordan received much com- 
mendation from ‘his superior officers and 
friends and acquaintances. Several clergy- 
men were among those who praised the po- 
liceman for his good beginning. 

Jordan was reticent in discussing the mat~ 
ter, and was made more so by much good 
natured badgering on the part of the other 
men during the day. However, he Las def- 
inite ideas about police duty, which he long 
has sought to put thto practice, and he ex- 
pounded them at the police station in the 


evening. 
No Need of Waiting. 


‘“ There is no ground for the precedent 
that a new man should follow along meekly 
in the procession,” he said. “When a man 
goes to congress he is expected to be silent 
for a number of years, and he is promptly 
shut off if he attempts to say or do anything, 
but I see no reason why the same rule should 
hold in the Chicago police department. 

„ Many policemen lose sight of the fact 
that almost the most important part of their 
duty comes when they are not making arrests 
or raiding gambling housees. It is a police- 
man’s duty above all else to know his district 
thoroughly, and much inefficiency is due to 
the fact that patrolmen do not take sufficient 
pains to learn all the ins and outs of their 
territory. A policeman’s acquaintance on 
his beat is his stock in trade. 


Should Know Residents. 

“Tt is hly important that a policeman 
should be able to estimate men and to classify 
every resident of his district. There are

„ And them again, the earmarks of the 
professional holdup man are not what they 
are supposed to be. The idea that these men 
are slinking, evil looking characters, to be 
recognized by a generally disreputable ap- 

ce is a myth. 

„Without making any promises or prophe- 
cles as to what I will do in my istrict, I will 
say that what I have begun has by no means 
ended, The west side police districts are good 
territory. for ambitious policemen, agd any 
patrolman on any of these beats can find 
plenty to take up his time if he looks for it.“ 

Both Mayor Dunne and Chief Collins com- 
mended Jordan and he will travel the beat 
alone toftight as the result of bis vigilance. 

Jordan deserves the highest praise,” said 
Mayor Dunne. Of course there is an 
efficiency record kept of all the work of a 
policeman, but I will see Chief Colling with 
regard to giving special credit to patrolmen 
for such work as this.

“Under municipal operation there will be 
no strikes. There occur to me but two in- 
stances where a publicly operated street or 
steam railway has been tied up by a strike. 
One was the recent strike in Russia on the 
government railways and that was a revolu- 
tion and not a strike. The other was on the 
steam railways in Australia, and it was set- 
tled in three days. 

“There will be no graft or corruption in 
your city councils or your state legislature 
when we have taken the public utilities out 
of the hands of the private corporations. 

“I assert that if it had not been for the 
merchandizing of street railway franchises 
in this city we should not have had corrupt 
legislatures and untrustworthy councils in 
the past.

intervened and advised that we make fur- 
ther éffort to réconcile our differences. As 
A consequence of his intervention, for which 
I believes the people of the entire country are 
gtateful, we have met today to consider not 
only our personal and collective interests but 
also the interests and welfare of. this, our 
common country.”’ 

The ‘miners’ chief went on to say ne had 
given much thought and consideration to 
the causes which led to the separation six 
weeks ago. 

Belief in Just Demand Confirmed. 

“I have tried to review the situation, he 
asserted, not so much as a miner, but rather 
as an official charged with certain public re- 
eponsibilities, and after weeks of considera- 
tion am convinced beyond the peradventure of 
doubt that the claims made in this hall be- 
fore the miners are founded upon facts of 
justice. I believe the prosperity of the country 
justifies the coal miners in asking that they 
receive at least a fair share in the profits 
which come from great Industrial activity. I 
belfeve further that these claims have been 
confirmed by .conditions since our last ad- 
journment. 

“It may be that because of our environment 
or special training we are unable to view the 
case impartially, but we are willing to meet 
with you representing the ownership of the 
mines for the purpose of trying eagstly and 
conscientiously to adjust our differences.’ 

At the conclusion of his speech Mr. Mitchell, 
in order to place the concrete proposition be- 
fore the joint convention, moved the adoption 
of the scale of wages and conditions which 
were rejected by the operatofs at the former 
eonference in January. The scale is for an 
increase in wages of 12% per cent, for a run- 
of-mine basis, for a flat differential of 7 cents 
a ton between pick and machine mining, the 
exclusion of boys under 16 years of age from 
the mines, and for an eight hour day. 

This failed to carry, the miners voting unan- 
imousty in favor of the motion and the oper- 
ators as solidly against it. 


Operators Offer Old Scale. 

Chairman John H. Winder, for the opera- 
tors, completed the “cut and dried’ progrant ' 
by offering a motion to renew the scale and 
conditions of last year. This was defeated 
also by a vote in which the miners and 
operators exactly reversed their positions, 
with the exception of the Illinois men, who. 
voted against the renewal of the old scale. 
The action of Illinois ie looked upon as an 
indication that the operators from that state 
still are standing by the resolutions adopted 
three weeks ago, when they decided to exact 
what practically amounts to @ reduction ip 
wages from the mipers. 

In prefacing his motion Mr. Winder made a 
brief reply to President Mitchell's address. 
He said: 

„ When we met six weeks ago to discuss a 
new agreement the operators considered well 
and long à proposition to be made to the 
miners. They felt, in justice to themselves, 
under existing trade conditions, entitled to 
ask a reduction in the cost of mining. 

„ Knowing how difficult it would be to con- 
vince the miners of the necessity for a reduc- 
tion, finally they decided upon a compromise, 

and offered to renew the old scale. There 
were no results. Since that adjournment 
nothing has happened to cause any change, 
and in speaking particularly for Ohio I wish 
to say I have sought ways and means of mak- 
ing some other proposition, but have failed. 


Robbins Wins a Point. 

Three thousand miners, operators, and spec- 
tatore filled Tomlinson hall, where the joint 
convention washeld. The first session, how- 
ever, was short and devoid of the epectacular 
except when Mr. Robbins unexpectedly made 
a motion sending the entire wage question 
to the joint scale committee. 

Like a bolt from a clear sky the strategy of 
the peace leader in seeking to cut off open de- 
bate in the convention dawned upon the other 
operators. Several mine owners from Indi- 
ana and Miincis jumped to their feet. They 

were ready to make radical speeches de- 
manding the miners show their hand at once 
to determine if negotiations might be pro- 
longed on a reasonable basis, or whether the 
conference had better break "ap without fur- 
ther parley. * 

Some of the more conseravtive operators, 
however, prevented a scene. The Indiana, 
Ohio, and Illinote men held short confer- | 
ences and then agreed to Robbins’ scheme. 
The miners acceded unanimously.

It was not to be tolerated that the citizens 
of a friendly power should thus be murdered 
by savages under American jurisdiction, and 
an attempt was made to arrest Pala by sur- 
prise. His cotta was taken and destroyed, 
but he himself escaped in the jungle. He had 
many sympathizers, relatives, and friends in 
various parts of the island; among others the 
people settled about Mount Dajo, who fired 
upon the American troops and depredated 
upon friendly Moros in the neighborhood. 

Gen. Wood came down with troops from 
Mindanao (the Seventeenth infantry was 
about te leave for the United States and had 
become depleted in numbers) to surround 
Pala's jungle and arrest him.

Clyde Fitch puts twentieth century society 
moré interestingly on the stage than he does 
eighteenth century. „It cannot be justly 
claimed, perhaps, that ;zhe does tt any more 
successfully, but society., 60 far as ite mere 
externals are concerned, possesses but ex- 
tremely Uttle interest Hat is of any enduring 
quality, and to spend an entire evening 
watching a display of the society externals of 
a day long past is apt to prove tedious. 

Mr. Fitch never goes deeply into anything 
in his plays—he skims gracefully and smart- 
ly along the surface, has a keen sense for the 
purely showy, and can amuse us with his 
elever chatter and witty quips and quibbles. 
But he rarely gets into a true or deep sent!- 
ment or emotion of any kind. And when he 
goes back to the eighteenth century for his 
trappings and employs them in the unfolding 
of a story dealing with theater people and 
theater life, he surrounds artificiality with 
artificiality, and the result is an almost total 
absence of sincerity and reality. He has done 
this in The Toast of the Town,“ the drama 
which Viola Allen and her company pre- 
sented at the Illinois on Monday for the first 
time, and in which they were seen last even- 
ing. 

Wishing to make an actress the central 
figure in his play he has taken the marriage 
of Betty Singleton to the duke of Malm: 
bury as the starting point for such a piece 
and has fashioned feur acts which afford 
abundant opportunity for the displaying of 
the handsome settings and the elaborate 
properties and costumes which he so loves, 
and has told a theatrical and improbable 
story in a mildly entertaining and uncon- 
vineing way. Miss Allen and her company 


work whole heartedly to make the perform- . 


ance a success and the producer has doue 
his utmost, but the audience is never more 
than quietly impressed and at no time moved.

The opening act shows the gorgeous green- 
room of the theater, where Betty Singleton 
is taking her farewell of the stage prepara- 
tory to her marriage with the duke of Malms- 
bury. here is all the bustle, the chatter, 
the bickerings, and the excitement sup- 
posedly existent in a greenroom on such an 
oceasion. Betty is supremely happy in her 
love, ready to give up all her triumphs, and 
confident that only bliss is in store for her 
and her betrothed. The latter’s mother and 
his cousin, Lady Charlotte, visit her and 
share in the public adoration showered upon 
her. Her. devoted admirer, Lord Phillips, 
is there also, and so is Mistress Roxana, the 
actress who is to be Betty's successor. There 
are love scenes between the afflanced ones, 
a speech of farewell in front of the curtain 
for Betty, and a succession of toasts Grunk 


in a punch of which the bridegroom takes 
too liberal quantities and so stande far more 
than half intoxicated as the curtain falls. 

Al year passes, and Betty and the duke 
have proven a decidedly ill mated couple. He 
has become a drunkard and their life is a 
daily quarrel and make up. Betty frets un- 
der the injustice she feels is being done her, 
and, finally growing jeaious of her husband's 
friendship for the Lady Charlotte, leaves 
the house declaring she never will return. 

Another year elapses and Betty is seep at 
the Red Lion inn on the Thames. The duke 
has reformed, thanks to Charlotte's influence, 
and she brings him to the inn, hoping to 
reconcile him with Betty and accomplish the 
latter’s return home. 
the thought that her husband loves her, but 
she insists upon his saying to her that a place 
in his heart is ready for her and he will say 
only that a place in his home is waiting. 
She sees that he is making overtures through 
a sense of duty, not because of his love, and 
thinking Charlotte holds his affections and 
that he wauld marry his cousin were he free, 
stie declares that Lord Phillips has been her 
lover during the last year, and succeeds in 
sending the duke away. She then gces into 
hiding, and, after a year spent in a garret, 
she is found by her husband, who now is 
ready to say that he has a place in his heart 
for ‘her, and the curtain falls. 

he story, it will be seen, is rot an especial- 
ly novel one. Neither is it particularly ex- 
citing or inany way probable. Itis “ made” 
from start to finish, and the audience which 
filled the theater last evening found the en- 
tertainment rather trying on Its patience. 
And the unnecessarily long waits between 
acts tended in nowise to make the evening 
more enjoyable. The production is a beauti- 
ful one, the settings, the costumes, and the 
properties being of the finest, but these things 
have ceased to impress the public greatly. 
The play must be of some value, or, at least, 
the dialogue amusing or bright. And Mr. 
Fitch’s cunning in the writing of lines seems 
to have failed him when he penned The 
Toast of the Town.” He has put together 
a strange mixture of old time and present 
day English, and the resultant combination 
fs not infrequently surprising and amusing.

The performance is a thoroughly good one 
along lines necessarily artificial and uncon- 
vincing. Miss Allen pleys Betty with all 
the skill which she commands, and her long 
training. has made her mistress of all the 
resources of her art. She cannot cause the 
character to ring true, but by an infinitude 
of deft and illuminative touches she lends 
here. impersonation charm and a variety 
which goes quite a ways toward enabling it 
to interest and please. She has no big mo- 
ments of any kind, the whole part being 
written along rather level lines and affording 
her no chance for the display of any strong 
emotions. Miss Irving makes considerable 
of the role of the pert, flirtatious, self-satis- 
fied actress, Roxana. 

Mrs. Pitt dees some beautifully finished and 
artistic work in the small role of the dow- 
ager duchess, and Miss Wilson is pretty and 
earnest in the colorless and thankless char- 
acter of Charlotte. Mr. Tearle plays the 
duke who never knew his own mind as con- 
vincingly as is possible, Mr. Hunter by his 
manliness makes Phillips seem less of a cad 
than he really was; and Mr. Short is aae- 
quate as Algernon. .Mr. Allen mumbles the 
Unes of McLaughlin until more than half of 
them are unintelligible, but does a thorough- 
ly commendable piece of work as the old 
lodger who chats with Betty in the last act.

BEGIN THOROUGH INQUIRY 
INTO ST-CHARLES DEATH. 


Coroner’s Jury Tmpaneled and Other 
Steps Taken in Case of Mrs. William 
Anderson, Poisoned by Cake. 


Authorities of St. Charles yesterday began 
a thorough investigation into the mysterious 
circumstances surrounding the death of Mrs. 
William Anderson, wife of a farmer near that 
town. She died Sunday evening from eating 
a piece of cake, thought to have contained 
strychnine. 

A coroner’s jury has been impaneled by 
Justice P. Hempstead, acting coroner, but 
no evidence will be heard until the remainder 
of the cake, of which Mrs. Anderson ate, 
has been analyzed by a Chicago chemist and 
the results given to the St. Charles authori- 
tles. Justice Hempstead took charge of the 
cake immediately after the woman died and 
the analysis will be rushed so that the jury 
ean reconvene in a day or two. 

Although Marshal Fred Pierson, head of 
the local police, declared it was a case of 
either murder or suicide, he said he had ne 
suspicion against any one who might have 
been guilty of placing the poison in the cake 
and could advance no theory as to a possible 
motive for suicide. 

Dr. W. J. Hawkins, who attended Mrs. 
Anderson, said she died in convulsione similar 
‘to those produced by strychnine poisoning. 
He scouted both the murder and suicide 
theory, declaring he was inclined to believe 
it an accident.

Secretary Pritchard Calls Chicago 


Dumping Ground for Cen- 
tral States. 


The cold storage ordinance urged by the 
city health department was recommended 
for passage by the counci! judiciary commit- 

Before the committee took 


health department, said Chicago was made 
the dumping ground for the impure tood of 
the central states. This, he said, is sold in 
the crowded tenement house districts. 

Representatives of the storage companies 
repjied that unfit food was not placed in the 
Warehouses and insisted that foods did not 
deteriorate though kept on hand for years. 
They protested that the proposed law would 
work a hardship on goods placed in the ware 
houses in transit. 


The principal features of the PS oft 


which was drawn up last August by Commis- 
sioner Charles J. Whalen, follow: 

Warehouses to be licensed after they have proved, 
on inspection, to be in sanitary condition. 

Poultry and fish to be drawn béfore put in 
storage. 

Foods must be tagged with date of receipt ani 
shipment; tags to remain on original packages 
when goods are sent out. 

City must be notified when any articles have been 
in storage six months; Mepector then wil? visit 
tne warehouse to see if food stil} is At for use 
and condemn it if not. 


Calis City Dumping Ground. 

Chicago is the dumping ground for any off 
color food product within 500 miles of the 
city,” said Mr. Pritchard, in advocating the 
measure. Whenever there is any spoiled 
tinned food out in Iowa they puncture the 
cans, resolder it, and then send it t6 Chicago 
to be sold in the Ghetto. They ship produce 
and poultry to Chicago to be placed in cold 


| storage because they can dispose ‘of it here 


with the least chance of inspection. There 
are some fish in storage in See that have 
been here for three years. 

“A few years ago we received word from 
the health authorities of St. Paul of a fire in a 
warehouse in that city. The food had be- 
come spoiled. because of the increased tem- 
perature caused by the fire. They said it had 
been shipped to Chicago, and we immediately 
began a search for it. 

We finally found it in a cold storage plant, 
but had to threaten to bring a patrol. wagon 
before the manager would let us enter. We 
found 1,200 tubs of butter, 1,600 cases of poul- 
try, and 600 oases of eggs, and four-fifths of 
it had to be condemned. If we are making 
any mistake by passing this ordinance the 
mistake is along the lines of public safety and 
public health. 


Importance of Stamping Goods. 

“The important feature is the stamping 
of the goods, both incoming and outgoing. 
The age of food isa most important feature, 
The value of the focd. necessarily will be 
affected, but its age should not be concealed 
so that unjust prices can be obtained. Cold 
storage has become a science and has eno- 
bled dealers to get the — of good food 
for unfit articles, 

“This is not a question of getting, more 
revenue for the city through the licensing of 
these places, but to ascertain if the, food is 
ninety years, ninety months, ninety weeks, 
or ninety days old. It takes nerve for an 
inspector to go into à place and condeinn 
food, for he has to take abuse and meet 


subterfuge and deceit. This ordinance te- 


quires storage men to seek inepection.” 
Dr. Whalen and Dr. J. F. Biehn, dirécthr 
of the city laboratory, also spoke for the law. 


Speaks for Storage Men. 

William Burry; counsel for the storage men, 
said the new ordinance would drive them 
out of business. 

„do not think that you can regulate 
these goods while they are being transmitted 
through Chicago,“ he said. ‘Goods are 
shipped from tne west to the east, and are 
placed in cold storage in Chicago for several 
months You could not well examine all the 

goods in transit. 

“ There is a prejudice against storage food, 
but the truth ie that it cannot be tainted 
while:in cold storage. But only good goods 
are placed in the warehouses, as it does not 


pay to ‘care for inferior stuff.”

Recommends Billboard Ordinance. 

The new billboard ordinance, which limits 
the height of billboards to twelve feet also 
was recommended. Ald. Dunn explained that 
the pending ordinance regulates only the con- 
struction of the billboards and that a separate 
ordinance to license the billboard people 
$1,000 a year will be introduced later. The 
measure passed provides for a permit fee of 
$2 for each billboard, requires the name of 
the owner on every billboard, and the super- 
vision of the building department. 


Ratifies New Bridge Rule. 

The work of the council finance committee 
in voting to place bridgetenders under civil 
service was ratified by the judiciary body 
recommendation of an ordinance creating a 
new harbor division for the city, under the 
jurisdiction of a chief harbor master. He 
is to have control of the Chicago and Calu- 
met rivers, the Ogden and drainage canals, 
the shore of the lake three miles out, and 
all bridges in the city. 

The feature of the new ordinance is that 
it provides that the employés of the harbor 
division shall work only eight hours a day. 


STATE BOARDS USURP POWER, 
' DECLARES WISCONSIN COURT. 


Criticism of Methods of Dental Exam- 
iners Made in Opinion Which Over- 
rules Decision of That Body. 


Madison, WIis., March 20.—[Special.}—In 
one of the longest and most important de- 
cisions the Wisconsin Supreme court today 
dealt a heavy blow at the state dental 
examining board, and through it at all pub- 
lic boards in the state. 

The decision was a ruling In the case of 
the Milwaukee Medical college vs. the State 
Board of Dental Examiners. The medical 
examiners refused licenses to any of the 


members of last year’s graduating class of 


the school, the decision having been reached 
at a meeting of the board without any not!- 
fication to the college. The lower court held 
that a notification should have been given, 
and the case was appealed by the state 
board. 


The Supreme court held that the courts» 


have a clear right in exercising supervisory 
power over the actions of state boards and 
criticised the action of the state dental board, 
saying: 
“The arbitrary character of the ruling is 
evinced by the fact that the standard of ad- 
mission at the time it was created was wholly 
of the board’s invention. The statutes at 
that time contained no regulation of this 
matter. Such an assumed authority, if not 
checked, ultimately will run wild, as it did 
in this case in condemning without notice 
the Milwaukee Medical college as not be!ng 
reputable.” The court notes the growing 
number of boards and their tendency to the 
assumption of power.

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COURT RULES THAT THE LAW 
GIVES NO SALARY TO HEALY. 


State’s Attorney, Although Entitled to 
All Fees, Will Retain Only $10,000 
Yearly for His Services. 


Judge Windes in the Circuit court decided 
yesterday that State’s Attorney Healy, so 
far as existing statutes are concerned is not 
a salaried officer of the county, but can 
hold for. his own use the $40,000 to $50,000 in 
fees that accrue in that office each year. 

In a friendly suit begun to determine 
whether the state’s attorney should pay 
the fees to the county treasurer or to the 
county superintendent of schools, who, under 
the old statutes was entitled to a share of 
the fees and the fines, the court ruled that 
the legislative amendment of 1901, fixing the 
state's attorney’s annual salary at $10,000 
and ordering all fees turned over to the coun- 
ty treasurer is invalid. 

After the decision State's Attorney Healy 
wrote to President Brundage of the county 
board that he will abide by his ante-election 
promise to accept $10,000.a year for his serv- 
ices and will pay the remainder of the fees 
to the county treasurer. He asserted that

his salary at the former figure of $7,000,

 SUSPENDING RATES. 

Suspension of rates is the phase of the 
railroad. question which is oceupying the 
attention of the senate. Suppose the inter- 
state commerce commission shall fix a rate 
and the railroad affected shall challenge its 
reasonableness? Shall a United States 
Circuit court be permitted to suspend the 
operation of the rate until its legality shall 
have been determined? 

Senator Rayner says that if suspending 
orders are permitted the grant of authority 
to the interstate commerce commission to 
fix rates will be nullified. A rate is to be in 
force for three years. The senator from 
Maryland argues that about that time would 
be consumed in legal proceedings. Senator 
Knox takes issue with him and says that 
under the law for the expediting of cases 
arising under the interstate commerce act 
a suit to determine the validity of a rate can 
be disposed of in about sixty days. If that 
be true it wuld be a matter of compare- 
tively little importance whether a rate was 
or was not suspended,

This third ear) was succeeded by his 
son, Henry, the fourth earl, wha in turn was 
succeeded by his eldest son, Henry, the fifth 
earl, and by the latter’s son, Henry, the sixth 
earl, who died without issue. The earldom 
was thereupon claimed by Gen. William 
Alexander, who subsequently achieved fame 
as one of Washington's commanders in the 
American war of independence, especially at 
the. battle of Long Island. 

He based hie pretensions on the fact that 
he was descended in a direct male line from 
the brother of the father, of the first earl of 
Stirling. Whatever chances he had of the 
then dormant earldom being revived in his 
favor (and they were remote. since he could 
not claim to be descended from the first 
earl) were destroyed by his taking up arms 
against England. He was wont to style 
himself Lord Stirling.“ although without 
any legal authority whatsoever to the title, 
and died without male issue, leaving two 
daughters, one of whom, Catherine by name, 
married John Duer, and used to go by the 
name of Lady Kitty Duer. Her son, Will- 
lam Alexander Duer, was president of Colum- 
bla college from 1829 to 1842. One of his sons 
in turn was William Alexander Duer, the 
father of Mrs. Clarence Mackay, who bears 
same Christian name as Lady Kitty 

er. 

Let me add that the revolutionary general 
and sol-disant “ Lord Stirling (who, by the 
bye. was married to Sarah Livingston, daugh- 
ter of Philip Livingston, second lord of the 
manor of Livingston), had two younger 
brothers, Robert and Gerard.

John R. Gubbins, Who Owned Galtee 
More and Other Great Horses, 
Dies in London.

LONDON, March: 20. hn R. Gubbins, a well 
known horse owner, ts d He was born in 1839, 
in Ireland, and in 1886 was high sheriff of County 
Limerick. He won the Downshire plate on J. D. 
Whyte’s Fairyland in 1870, the Weller Cup at 
the Down Royal meeting in 1888, and in 1897 he 
won the Two Thousand Guineas, the Derby; and the 
St. Leger with Galtee More. In 1902 Mr. Gubbins 
won the Derby with Ard Patrick. Galtee Mores 
was bought by the Imperial Russian stud in 1899 
for $100,000,. and in pee was sold to the Imperial 
German stud for $65,000 


SMATHERS FILES HIS ANSWER. 


Denies Allegations in Gold Cup Suit 
and Asserts Howe Is Acting With- 
out Legal Authority. 


New York, March 20.—In his answer to the euit 
brought by Murray Howe, secretary of the Mem- 
phis Trotting association, ta recover the Gold cup 
trophy won by Maj.

BADGERS CALL OFF TRACK MEET | 


Wisconsin Team Will Not Compete 


Against Michigan Next Saturday— 
Uncertain Status of Athletics. 


Madison, Wis., March 20.-—[S8pecial.]— 
‘Manager Downer announced to the track 
team today that the Michigan door meet, 
which was to have been held next Saturday, 
has been canceled. The reason assigned for 
calling off the meeting is that the status of 

athletics at Wisconsin is uncertain and that 
it would be unwise to incur the nse of 
a meet at this time Michigan will be al- 
lowed all expenses which it incurred in pre- 
paring for the meet. Mr. Downer also an- 
nounced that the men who are entered for 
the IHinois Athlete club meet in Chicago on 
March 28 would not compete. 

In making the decision not to compete at 
Michigan Manager Downer said he was m- 
fluenced by the decided attitude the faculty 
has taken against intercollegiate football 
In conversation with, Dean Birge he was in- 
formed that the football cause practically 
is lost, and that only a handfull of the faculty 
are in favor of continuing the game. Di- 
rector of Athletics T. 8. Adams and Mr. 
Downer, in talking the matter over today, 
did not see where funds to support the track 
team are coming from if football is abol- 
ished. 

Th cancellation of the Michigan meet also 
means that Wisconsin will not enter a team 
in the conférence meet this spring unless 
matters take a decided turn, Tonight the 
track team presented a resolution to the 
faculty saying the men would discontinue 
training unless proper coaching was fur- 
nished. 

As a last measure for preserving football 
for Wisconsin, Graduate Manager Downer 
has entered into negotiations with three 
other western colleges pledging them to 
suspend the game among the large universi- 
ties for a period of yc"rs and to confine the 
contests to smaller colleges. Mr. Downer 
stated tonight that three universities have 
agreed to this plan, and they are now await- 
ing the decision of the fourth.
